The decision of the supreme court 
was unanimous.

“suppress the entire traffic” and that 
“the act should be liberally construed 
to the end of this suppression. To 
this end, it maintained such articles 
eould be seized when offered for sale 
in such a mode as purposely to at- 
tract persons who want them for the 
illegal manufacture of liquor. 

The opinion was handed down by 
Justice Holmes, who explained that 
the controversy turned @n the proper 
interpretation to be given the prohibi- 
against the “manufacture” of 
liquor. He stated the statute 
made it “unlawful to bave or possess 
any liquor or property designed for 
the manufacture of liquor intended for 
in violating this chapter,” and 
there Was ho property right in 
such liquor or property. 

A search warrant may be _ issued, 
explained, and the liquor with its 
ontainers and other property seized 
mu be held subject to the orders 
of the court. If the seized liquor or 
property was unlawfully held,  pos- 
sessed, or used, the liquor and prop- 
erty designed for its unlawful manu- 
facture must. he added, be destroyed, 
the court ordered otherwise.

is unexcelled, there is a great diversity 
of thrilling salt water fishing for such 
species as Channel bass or red fish, 
school bass, winter and summer trout, | 
drum, sheepshead, mackerel, croakers, 
Whiting, ete. .
